United States is Sending no Pro-
duce to Brazil, -

RAIL RATES TO PORTS PREVENT

Counsel-General Anderson in a Letter to
the Department of Commerce and La-
bor Points Out the Difficulty to the
American Shippers—Railroads Blamed

——

WASHINGTON, Aug. 0.—"Buncoed of
the rieh trode of Brazil,” is in effcet, the
burden of a wail from Consul General
Anderson in famaway Rio Javelro. M.
Anderson in fr-away Rio Janelro, Mr,
airs his complaing in a report to the De-
partunent of Commerce and Labor, It
woull appear that the United States is
losing out i a rich market because
freight mates on American products are
%o high that other commercial nations
can erosa the =as with their gools and
laugh competition to scorn.  Mr, An-
derson says:

“In the matter of rates, *here has been
almost interminable discussion. It hae
been claimed by some shipping people
that mates from  Europe to Brasil are
higher than rates from the United
States to Brazil, The general impres-
sion has been the other way. Rates
are difficult to get at, for the publishel
rates are npot always the mates actually
charged, Then, too, in the Brazilian
trade the evil effects of the “conference”
srrangement and the system of giving
rebates on freight shipments are felt
That rates will average higher from
the United States to Browil than from
any average country to Brazil is demon-
strated in the fact that the uverage per-
centage of freight expenses to cost of ar
ticles importel into NHrazil from the
United States for several years has heen
higher than from any other commer
einl natiom.  The official returns in
Brazil for 1005-the last year for which
figures am now available-show that the
percentage. of freight, ete, to cost of
goods from the United States was 10
702; irom Great DBritain, 18.738; from
France, 0.653; from Germany, 13.277;
from Austria, 10.415; from Belginm, 15,
B43. The average cost to American
prodieta, therefore, is higher than that
from smy of the general competing
NStates.

If an investigation were undertaken it
would be seem readily that the high
freight cost is piled up before the ex-
ports reach tidewater. The Ameriean
railroads levy their toll.  This toll ia
enormous, in comparison with that of
the other commercial nations whose pro-
ducts are brought to the scaboard on
canala or camlized rivers, In many
cases the European nations have deyel-
oped their navigable rivers so that ocean-
going ships can load at the wharves of
cities lying far inland.

Until such o poliey is adopted by the
Unital States, the farmer and manufuc-
turen of this country may expect to see
the rich markets lying to the South hald
firm in the possession of foreign com-
petitors. The National Rivers & Har-
bors Congress has pointed this out, time
and again, ond has insisted for the last
six years that the government shonld
expend not less than £50,000,000 o year
on this work of intimal betterment. The
result of this campaign was seen in the
passage by the last Congress of the lar-

harhors work ever voted by any national
legislature.

The same fight will have to he made
with the next Congress, which comvenes
in December.  Congress likes to be
“shown," and unless there js o demand
for legislation it is not going to take
the initiative. To supply this spur, Caip=
tain J. F, Ellison, of Cincinnat) seere-
tary aml treasurer of the organization,
is urging all interestal in the question
to join and lend their support.
